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Charter of the Military Company of the Massachusetts 
A Generall Courte, houlden at Boston, the 13th 
of the First Month, A D 1638. & Confirmed by the Generall Court 


Whereas divers gentlemen & others, out of their care of the publike weale & safety by the 
advancement of the military arte, & exrcise of armes, have desired licence of the Courte to 
joyne themselves in one company, & to have liberty to exercise themselves at such times as 
their occations will best permit & that such other liberties; & privledges might bee granted 
them at the Court shallk thinke meete for their better incuragement & furtherance in so 
usefull impliment, wch request of theirs being referred by the Court to vs of standing councell, 
wee have throught fitt upon serious consideration, & conference wth diverse of the principal 
of them, to set downe order hearin, as followeth 


Imprimis, wee do order, that Robert Keayne, Nathaniel! Duncan, Robert Sedgivick. Willi: 
Spencer, gentlemen, & such other as are already joyned wth them, & such as they shall 
from time to time take into their company shalbee called the Millitary Company of the 
Massachusetts. 


2. They, or the greater number of them, shall have liberty to choose their captaine, leittenant 
& all other officers, (their captaine & Iciftenant to bee alwayes such as the Court or 
counsel] shall alow of,) & no officer to bee put upon them but of their owne choyce. 


3. The first Monday in every month is appointed for their mecting & exercise, & to the 
end they may not bee hindered from comeing together, wee do hereby order, that no 
other traineings in the particuler townes, nor other ordinary towne mectings, shalbee 
appointed on that day; & if that day pve unseasonable for exercise of their armes, then 
the sixth of the same weeke is appointed for supply; this not to extend to Salem, or the 
townes beyond, nor to Hingham, Weimoth, Dedham, nor Concord. 


4. They have liberty & power to make orders among themselves for the better maunaging of 
their millitary affaires, (weh orders are to bee of force when they shall bee alowed by the 
Court or counsell) & they may appoint an officer to levy any fines or forfeitures wch they 


impose upon any of their owne company, for the breach of any such order, so as the same 
exceed not twenty shillings for any one offence. 


5. The said millitary copany are to have one thousand acres of land in some such plac 
may not be piudiciall to any plantation, to bee granted by the Court to some of the said 
company, for the use of the pesent company, & such as shall succeede in the same, to bee 
improved by them wthin a time convenient for pviding or necessaries for their millitary 

, & defraying of other charges whch may arise by occation thereof.

I have dedicated my command to honor the United State of America 
(USA). The sergeants, under the leadership of First Sergeant of Artillery, C. 
Robert Taylor, dedicated their yearbook to honor those who served in the 
Second World War. Education of the intricacies of our Company was presented 
by Lieutenant (Doc) John McCauley, Curator. Transportation was arranged 
by Lieutenant Frank Magaletta. Records and pictures were maintained by 
Lieutenant Barton Hyte, Lieutenant Steve DeCorta and Lieutenant Bob 
McGuire. Legal matters were handled by Lieutenant Joe Brodigart. Payments 
were handled by Colonel Jim Littleton, Paymaster. Military music, at all 
meetings, was provided by LT Frank Zarba and his Band. 


The year started out with our Tour of Duty. We went to New Orleans 
place of the Battle of Chalmette, the Battle of New Orleans of 1812, in which 
we defeated the British, who at that time were known as the greatest power 
of the world, This battle made the world take notice of how strong we were, 
even after defeating the British in the Revolutionary war of 1776. We then 
went to Las Vegas where we witnessed our US Air Force's superior airpower. 
Many never have the opportunity to watch because of the security and the 
highly classified nature of Nellis Air force Base. We were led by General Rudy 
Peksens the only officer to have flown, in combat, a fighter, a bomber and a 


reconnaissance plane. 


In November. after a successful Tour of Duty, under the leadership of 
Captain Joe Benoit, we traveled to Poland. Joe was to lead us under his 
command to Poland but because of 9/11 was unable to do so. The intense 
planning and detail of this tour was something we, who traveled, will 
never forget -- and also the Polish people. The representative of Poland in 
Massachusetts, Merek Lesmewski-Lass, did an outstanding job in handling 
many of the details. 

After a month off we then took some R&R with our wives or special 
person on a cruise to Caribbean where we were warmly greeted not only by 
the crew but also by the Captain who had dinner with us and invited all of 


our people, at different intervals, to the top deck to observe how the ship 


operates. 
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In March, on Saint Patrick’s Day, under the command of Lt. Neil O'Leary 
we traveled to Ireland where we paraded before hundreds of thousands of 
Irish citizens in Galway with the chant “USA. USA, USA” ringing in our ears. 
To be received like this brought pride and an emotional high to everyone. In 
all the tours that I attended, never have we been welcomed like this. They 
made a plaque in our honor and the Mayor, who we presented a Revere Bowl 


to, will place the plaque on the town hall forever, to mark our presence. 


No year would be complete in America without a tribute to our music 

and dancing culture. As a tribute to the 50's and 60's, led by Lieutenants 
Truscello, Ledoux and Fiorenza, we had a Sock Hop, the dance of the Era. We 
not only had the Sock Hop but we had Elvis Presley in the person of Colonel 
Thomas Gillis, who stole the night. 
In May, under the command of Captain Gerry Sweeney, we traveled to the 
place of the greatest battle on US soil, Gettysburg. David Ladd, a historian 
who wrote many books and periodicals about Gettysburg, escorted us. Gerry 
then led us to Washington DC to visit the memorials of our wars and to 
honor those who died. We placed wreaths of the graves of President Kennedy 
and others at the Arlington National Cemetery. 

The year concluded with June Day and the guest speaker was, to me, 
the most significant person in the Presidents Cabinet: Chief of Staff Andrew 
Card. PC General Milano contacted Andrew Card on our behalf and was 
able to persuade him to come. The year came to an end with us being able to 
refocus ourselves if not the oldest company in the Western Hemisphere, the 
second oldest, we are proud of our heritage as Americans. God Bless us and 


the United States of America.

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ANCIENT and HONORABLE 
ARTILLERY COMPANY OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Chartered in 1638 
The First Military Company Chartered in the Western Hemisphere 


As the settlements, which followed the landing at Plymouth increased 
and spread, there was no organized military force for protection against the 
Indians. So-called “Train Bands” were formed in different settlements but 
these were only local volunteer companies and there was no joint action or 
centralized authority. Thus the subject of adequate military protection soon 
became a matter of serious consideration. Many of the settlers had been mem- 
bers in England, of the Honourable Artillery Company at London (organized 
and chartered in 1527) and it was natural that the military training they had 
received in that Company should lead them to form a similar organization in 
the new country. In 1637 a Company was formed for instruction in discipline 
and tactics, and that year Governor Winthrop was petitioned for a Charter. 
He refused the request because he feared the establishment of a military force, 
which might overthrow the civil power. However, the Governor finally grant- 
ed a Charter in March, 1638, and on the first Monday in June following, an 
election of Officers was held on Boston Common. The Common then being 
an open field leading down to the Charles River. The most convenient place 
to cast the ballots was on the head of the drum, which was placed in front of 
the Company. Since that time, the Company has maintained the tradition of 


holding their annual elections on the Boston Common on the first Monday 


in June by casting the votes on the Drum Head. 

The first Captain Commanding of the Company was Robert Ke- 
ayne, whose home was on the comer of State and Washington Street. Keayne 
had been a member of the Honourable Artillery Company of London. Upon 
his death he left, in his will to the Town of Boston, the land at the head of 
State Street for a Town House; together with money to build it, providing 
however, that “the Military Company of Massachusetts” should have a room 
in the Town House for an Armory. This is the land on which the old State 
House now stands, the gift of which was accepted by the Town of Boston. 

Since 1746, the Company Armory has been the upper floor of Fa- 
neuil Hall - an historic citadel known to all Americans. In its Armory, the 
Company maintains a Military Museum and Library, which is without equal 


in the United States. There are relics of every war in which this Country has 
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engaged in, since its settlement. Many of these are Museum pieces and have 
been on display at various time in the Boston Museum of Fine Arts. On the 
risers of the thirteen steps which lead up to the Headquarters room of the 
Company, commemorated in bronze plates, are the names of the thirteen 
States in the order in which they accepted the Constitution and their re- 
spective state flag is placed on the respective step. Around the walls of the 
Armory are the portraits of most of the Captains who have commanded the 
Company since 1638 to the present day. The Armory is open to the public 
daily, and many thousands of visitors from every part of the country and 
many from abroad, are registered every year in the Guest Book. The position 
of the members of the Company in the social, civil and military life of the 
Colony indicates the respect which people entertained for the Company as 
well as the ability and prominence of its members. They were first in organiz- 
ing churches and supporting them, they were prominent in framing and also 
in administering the laws of the Colony; they were foremost in the introduc- 
tion of manufacturing and the extension of trade in Boston. They were the 
chief military minds of the Colony and among the first in its defense. Many 
of them were public benefactors contributing somewhat of their wealth to 
education, religion and charity. The members of the Company trod the fields 
of every battlefield of New England; they fought for freedom on foreign soil; 
they judged the courts; they pleaded at the bar; they instituted town govern- 
ment and levelled forests; they were active in settling the towns of the frontier. 
Nine tenths of the Company were loyal to the Colonies in the Revolution, 
and by their experience in the Ancient and Honourable Artillery Company 
they served on every battlefield where the banner of Massachusetts waved, 
from Bunker Hill and Bennington, through Valley Forge to Yorktown. This 
is the Company that Washington knew, that Franklin saw march through 
the streets of Boston, that John Adams and John Quincy Adams visited; that 
has had eight members who received our nation’s highest military decoration 
- the Medal of Honor - and has had four of its members serve in the world’s 
most important office, President of the United States, President James Mon- 
roe, Chester Alan Arthur, Calvin Coolidge and John F. Kennedy; the same 
Company which has always stood for, and always will stand for, the best in 


citizenship.

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OFFICIAL STATE VISIT TO BOSTON 
PRESIDENT PAUL KAGAME

11 APRIL, 2005 


On 11 April 2005, Captain William J. O’Brien, Captain Commanding 
led 40 Ancients in Honor Guard duty at the State House. Flanking the red 
carpet on the State House steps on a most enjoyable early spring afternoon, 
the Ancients escorted Governor Mitt Romney and his wife, First Lady Ann 
Romney as they received President Paul Kagame and First Lady Mademe 
Kagame of the Rwandese Republic (Rwanda) 


President Kagame is the small African nation’s first democratically elected 
leader, who led the minority Tutsis in a costly victory over the oppressor 
Hutus in 1994, was in Boston on an 11 day tour of the United States. Stops 
include Oregon, California and Washington D.C. where he is expected to 
meet with President Bush. 


After the ceremonial playing of the National Anthems from speakers on 
the State House steps and a three Blackhawk Helicopter fly over to greet the 
visiting entourage the couples went to the Governor's office to talk about 
economic development in Rwanda. During a press conference after their 
meeting the two talked about ways to boost trade between Rwanda and the 
state and encourage tourism.

Thirty-eight men assembled at 7:15 AM, on Wednesday, May 4, 2005 at 

75 Forbes Blvd., Mansfield, MA to commence the Spring tour. All attendees 
participated to make this a successful four days, but the following were 
particularly active: 

Captain O’Brien who made the trip possible; 

Cot Tom Richter who directed all phases of movement; 

Jack Moynihan who graciously gave us the use of his parking lot for 

four days; 

PC, Reynold Graunas who was the treasurer 

Lt. David Laid our tour guide for Gettysburgh; 

BGN Joseph Milano who coordinated details at all levels; 

Col. James Rooney our guide and host in Washington, DC: 

SFC Larry Hogan, poet and inspiration of Korean vets; 

Lts. Joe Chili and Perry Sacco for musical entertainment; 

SGT Steve DeCorta for his physical labors; 

Captain Sam Cherone for his artistic design work and photos; 

Sgt. Tom Purey for his photos; 

Col. Leo Sacco for his gifts of sweets and nuts; 

BGN. Bob Durkee for his spiritual labors; 

CPT Frank Publicover for his recommendation to visit George Street's 

grave 
Cubby Uglietto for supplying ice and a cooler. 


In addition I wish to thank Col. James Littleton, candidate for Finance 
Committee, who supplied doughnuts and coffee. Paul Nader, candidate for 
Finance Committee, and Nick Rioux, candidate for Sergeant who supplied 
box hitches and water; Major Bob MeGuire, candidate for paymaster, who 
supplied Ancients’ baseball caps; Sergeant Bob Taylor on behalf of the 2004- 
2005 Sergeants that supplied beer and alcoholic beverages; and again our 
Captain Commanding Bill O’Brien who gave us Bumble Bee shins and trip 
mugs. 


Our first stop was a roadside comfort stop with picnic tables where we ate 
lunch, At 3:30 p.m. we arrived at Sherwood Knoll, Lancaster, PA to check in 
to the Comfort Inn. After refreshments in the hospitality suite we departed 
for dinner at the Good-N-Plenty Restaurant in Smoketown, PA. The meal 
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was an Amish German style dinner served family style at long tables. The 
food kept coming until we cried “Stop.” At the restaurant we met the owner 
of the Freedom Chapel Dinner Theatre — DoMe Fowler. Unexpectedly she 
joined our bus and delivered a fascinating explanation and tour of’ Amish 
country on our drive to Christiana, PA, The theatrical reenactment of the 
Christiana Treason trials in a.m. began sharply at 8 p.m. The play, involving 
atrial dealing with slavery, utilized twelve Ancients as jury members and our 
experienced Captain Commanding O’Brien as a defense witness. 


We arrived back at the hotel at 10:15 p.m. After a short time at the 
hospitality suite we retired. Thursday at 7:45 an. we departed for Gettysburg. 
On the bus ride from Boston we had viewed the informative and factual video 
- Gettysburg. This gave us a perfect background for the accurate depiction of 
events, battles, and personal struggles of valor on both sides of the Civil War 
that David Ladd our guide and renowned Gettysburg historian was about to 
let us experience. Wearing Captain O’Brien’s butter-colored Ancients shirts 
our group was~ soon named the “Bumble Bees” —as the tour advanced the 
name became further enhanced. 


Our own David Ladd compressed his usual three-day Gettysbugh lecture 
tour into one very compact day — covering all three days of the Battle, or 
Campaign as some historians refer to the Battle of Gettysburg,, There was an 
hour break at 12:30 for lunch, shopping or personal viewing and then the 
tour continued until 4:45 p.m. 

We checked into the Country Inn and Suites in Gettysburg, stopped at 
the hospitality suite and went for a buffet dinner at the well-known Dobbin 
House Tavern. After dinner there was an active songfest led by Joe Chili 
with his accordion and lead singer Perry 
Sacco that lasted until 11:15 p.m. in the 
hospitality suite. 

Friday, May 6 at 7:15 tin, we departed 
for Washington, DC. Dressed in blazers 
and ties. We arrived at the Two Jima 
Memonal at 9:30 and viewed the historic 
statue of Marines raising our flag on Mt. 
Surabachi, Cameras flashed everywhere. 
Col. James Rooney our resident Ancient in 
Washington met us here and took over as 
guide. We visited the Kennedy Center for 
the Performing Arts and with a guided tour 
viewed the famed Opera House seen on so 
many national television broadcasts. Photos 
were taken at the president's private box and 
later the elaborate trustee reception rooms 
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decanted with gifts of Waterford chandeliers, Goya paintings and curtains 
from Japan. 


At 11:15 tin- we entered Ft. Myers, VA for lunch at the Officers Club. Fr 
Myers is the borne for many of the flag officers living in the Washington DC 
area. Their beautiful homes have their names and rank prominently displayed 
on the front of their homes, The lunch of petite filet mignon and herb chicken 
with open bar was well received, 


Kim Holien, the historian for Ft. Myer and Fort McNair military bases, 
joined us for lunch and then acted as our guide showing us the stables, 
caissons, and museum at Fr. Myer. We met the famous Sergeant York the elite 
black horse used solely for those funerals having the rider-less horse with the 
boots and stirrups reversed. Kim then took us to the presentation platform 
used by the President, Vice President, and Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff for formal presentations In the museum we viewed exhibits from all 
U.S. wars and then had a fifteen minute video of the ceremonies performed 
by the National Honor Guard from Ft. Myers 


Blackjack the horse used in John R Kennedy's funeral has a prominent 
grave at the far end of the parade field with a singular horseshoe shaped 
memorial. Many photos were taken here. Nearby is the large ball with several 
chambers housing the Premier Army band known as “Pershing’s Own” for the 
General of the Armies that established this band. There are two hundred and 
twenty-five musicians comprising eight different kinds of bands from concert 
to jazz and almost all musicians have masters or doctor degrees in music, We 
saw a fifteen minute video of the bands performance, 


Our bus led by an officer’s car took us to Arlington Cemetery and the 
John F. Kennedy gravesite. We marched in solemn procession wearing blazers 
and ties to the grave in silence while Captain O’Brien, assisted by Second 
Lieutenant Sweeney laid a wreath on the grave, saluted while taps were played 
and then departed as a large audience stood in awe. We returned to our bus 
and drove to the gravesite of another fallen Ancient comrade, Captain George 
Street, Medal of Honor recipient. We again in a less formal fashion placed 
a wreath on George Street's grave. George is buried in an elite plot of the 
Cemetery. We spent a few minutes viewing his neighbors, mostly generals 
and Cabinet members and celebrities including actor Lee Marvin and boxer 
be Louis. 


We moved on to the grave of the Unknown Soldier and arrived in time 
to view the changing oldie guard. From here Colonel Jim Rooney escorted 
us to his penthouse condo with arguably the best view in Washington, Jim 
entertained with a lavish display of drinks and hors d’ovres. Captain O’Brien 
presented two engraved Revere Bowls to Lt. David Ladd and Colonel James 
R. Rooney for their extraordinary efforts in making our Spring History Tour 
a success. 
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We returned to our hotel the Channel Inn, Washington D.C. at 8:00 p.m. 
At 8:15 p.m. we were offagain ona night tour of the Washington monuments. 
We had a windshield tour of many sites including the Jefferson Memorial, 
then we parked and viewed the Franklin Delano Roosevelt Memorial, the 
Vietnam Memorial, the Nurses Memorial, the Lincoln Memorial and the 
Korean Memorial. We drove by the World War I] Memorial but stopped to 
walk around the Navy Memorial. We arrived at the hotel at 10:30 p.m. A few 
of the Captain’s trip mugs were distributed before retirement, the remaining 
men received their mugs in the morning. 


Saturday May 7- 2005 we departed the hotel late at 9:00 a.m. We unloaded 
the bus at the World War IL Memorial a grandiose structure of granite and 
fountains. At the block of granite clearly identified as Massachusetts our seven 
World War II veterans stood and were presented a medal for World War 
II veterans and a special framed testimonial signed 
by our own Tom Kelley, Commissioner of Veteran's 
Affairs and Mitt Romney our Governor, 


We proceeded to the Korean War Memorial for a 
short visit, All Korean War Veterans on our trip posed 
for a photo betbre the image of the ‘Platoon Crossing 
A Rice Patty”. While all stood silent and motionless, 
Larry Hagan read his heroic tear wrenching poem of 
Korean Soldier Valor and ‘Pork Chop Hill”. A large 
audience grew silent and pensive listening to every 
word of Larry’s powerful poem. 


We were then homeward bound singing and 


telling jokes for most of the way. We stopped on 
a beautilbl sunny warm day at the river walk in 
Baltimore for a grand feast of seafood at the renowned Phillips Crab Cake 
Restaurant, then drank, sang and dozed the remainder of the bus ride.

“An Ode of Celebration”

As the many early settlements of the Massachusetts Bay Colony grew and 
spread westward towards the Blackstone and Connecticut Rivers, in order 
to accommodate growing numbers of arriving English men and women, 
it became clear that organized and disciplined armed protection was an 
absolute imperative due to the innumerable skirmishes and massacres, that 
erupted between the English and the Native American people. These initial 
violent conflicts became known as the Pequot Indian War and that sorrowful 
period took place primarily in the winter months of late 1637 and early 1638. 
Thus, it came to be that Our Company was granted an official governmental 
charter, signed by his Excellency, Governor John Winthrop, and the Mas- 
sachusetts General Court. This was the first military charter granted in this 
Hemisphere and it permitted the events that we have celebrated ever since. 
That first muster and drumhead election took place here on Boston Common 
on the first Monday of June in 1638. 


The Military Company of Massachusetts soon took its respected place 
in BOSTON, the hub of the universe, which will later became the medical 
center of the world; the place of the signing of the Suffolk resolves, the first 
public school, the first use of penicillin, the first public library, the first town 
meeting, and the home of the 2004 World Series Champions. Our beloved 
and respected Company is just one of many fine and irreplaceable assets of a 


great culture and life known as Boston. 


Today is a day of great celebration. We rightfully celebrate and re-affirm 
our place in this City on the Hill. We celebrate and confirm our practiced 


traditions as an old and rich and ancient Company. 


Since today is also the Sixth of June, it is fitting that we pause for a 
moment in silent and prayerful reflection upon the enormous sacrifices that 
were made by the generation before us, the nine divisions of allied personnel 
that bravely accomplished the most massive amphibious assault in the history 


of the world, the Normandy Invasion of 1944. Many of the members of that 
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Greatest Generation who were involved in landing on those embattled shores 
have, in peacetime, proudly worn the uniform of this Company and some 
are even present here today. Let us now bow our heads and individually make 
a silent prayer of thanks to God for the allied success that day and beg His 
merciful grace on the souls of those many fine men who made the ultimate 


sacrifice so that we and those that follow may live in peace and freedom. 


Today being the first Monday of June, we meet and parade through the 
streets in exactly the same way witnessed by such personages of the past as 
George Washington and Benjamin Franklin. For the three hundred and sixty- 
eighth consecutive year, with your help, we are now joyously recreating the 


First Muster of this company and the election of its first officers. 


We parade from Faneuil Hall to the first public park in our country. 
In Faneuil Hall, that citadel of liberty, we house our Armory with its much 
cherished and noted museum. In 1899 after the expansion of Faneuil Hall, 
we commissioned five Boston artists to paint 13 historic events depicting this 
nation’s birth from the Mayflower Compact of 1620 to the sea engagement 
of the USS Constitution and the HMS Guerriere in 1812. These century 
old paintings today still adorn the walls of our meeting place. Our museum 
protects the famous Prescott bowl given to us by Jonathan Hunewell in 


1805. 


We have, for all to see, the photographs of the B-17 and the B-24 bomber 
aircrafts that the US ARMY AIR CORPS named after this Company because 
of the war bonds that our members bought in 1943 when their goal was but, 
$53,000, they contributed 1.2 million dollars. We have our oldest artifact, 
the Samuel Sewell FERRULE, dating from 1700. 


Visited by more than 26,000 people each year from all over the world, 
the museum holdings include many Presentation Swords, invaluable older 
military uniforms, and the much coveted riding saddle of the Confederacy’s 
great military strategist General P.G.T. Beauregard, the rebel hero of Fort 


Sumter. 


There also can be found artifacts of the Company's fall field day tours 
of duty. On these tours of duty this company has carried the good will and 
exemplary citizenship of Boston to places like New Orleans, to Reykjavik, 


to Budapest, to London, to Ottawa, to Malta, Moscow, Beirut, Helsinki, to 
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Rio, to Dublin, to Germany, the Panama Canal, Tel Aviv, Copenhagen, to 
Warsaw, Bratislava, New Delhi, to Paris, to Sicily, to Bangkok. This Company 
has been welcomed and commended by Pontiffs and Queens, Presidents and 
Prime Ministers, accomplished government and military leaders and people 


across the globe. 


Our military library is one of the largest and most revered military 


collections of printed material in this country. 


We celebrate and elect our leaders on a drum head in the first public 
park in our country. Among our members have been many of the most 
distinguished citizens of the community...leaders of commerce, education, 
religious life, and the professions. Four of our members have served as our 
country’s President and many have donned our nation’s uniform and entered 
harm’s way to fight for liberty and justice for all. Our members have served in 
every war and conflict this country’s fag has flown over from Bunker Hill to 
Operation Iraqi Freedom. Eight members have received this nation’s highest 
award for valor for action against an enemy force. THE CONGRESSIONAL 
MEDAL OF HONOR 


We celebrate the election of new leaders this afternoon as this Company 


continues its duty to watch over the fires of its purpose and service. 


In this House of Prayer are many of the hard working members who 
prepared this Company for another century. They have brought this precious 
vessel of history into the 21st century. As this institution, the oldest military 
Company in this hemisphere, is turned over by proven leaders to those that 
follow, let us pray that this iiisticution continues to be a Company of well 
defined purpose and meaning, a contributor to the common good and a 
purposeful organization of heroes of military service, of commerce, religious 
life, education, industry and the professions...selfless all in their burning 


hearts. 


May the Good Lord continue in His merciful protection of our company

ADJUTANT RICHTER: America’s closest and perhaps only ally is the United 
Kingdom. Throughout the 20th and into the 21st we have stood shoulder to 
shoulder to defeat enemies of Democracy. No one better exemplifies history 


and tradition than the queen. To her Majesty, Queen Elizabeth, II. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING O’BRIEN: Please take your seats. May I have 


your attention for the Adjutant. 
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ADJUTANT RICHTER: Once again, I would ask you to raise your glasses 
for our third toast. As contentious as our politics may be, as diverse as our 
population is, as vast as our nation is, we are one people, united and standing 
strong against the forces of evil who want to destroy the rights of people, 
freedom and opportunity. To the United States of America, may she always 


remain strong and free. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING O’BRIEN: Responding to the toast is the 
Honourable Andrew Card, a member of the legislature of Massachusetts, 
who in 1976 served as a state representative and has moved on and is now the 
Chief of Staff to the president of the United States. Ladies and gentlemen, I 
give you, with great pleasure, and our terrific honor, our guest speaker, the 
Honourable Andrew Card. 


CHIEF OF STAFF CARD: Reverend Clergy, I thank you for being here. 
Commander O’Brien, thank you very much. My good friend, Joe Milano, 
who invited me to join with you, I thank him. Governor Healey, thank you.. 
All the elected officials here, not only from Massachusetts but some are here 
from New Hampshire as well, Mayor Menino, thank you. 

I want to pay particular tribute to Captain Tom Kelly and Captain Hudner, 
who have graced us with their presence who have been true heroes. 

We just heard a wonderful toast to the United States of America. 

America is freedom’s home, and we've been freedom’s defender. And I'd like 
to talk a little bit about that, if it’s all right. Our forefathers laid the foundation 
for a great nation. I’m sure that the nation is much greater than that which 
they envisioned. They did that by standing united, challenging, seeking 
independence and freedom, and they worked together to write a constitution, 
a constitution that has proven to be an enduring and true guide for not only 
American people, for America’s governments, but it’s been a guide anda light 
for the entire world, and men like John Hancock and Sam Adams, Thomas 
Jefferson and the Hamiltons and the Madisons, they secured principals that 
were expressed in that Declaration of Independence that John Hancock so 
proudly signed, and it was because they created the document particularly of, 
by, and for all of us that we have a Constitution that formed a government 
that balances authority with liberty, national unity with individual rights, 


federal interests with state power. 
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That isn’t to say that everyone in this country has the same views. It’s 
certainly not to say that all those who formed the Constitution had the same 
views. I don’t think they knew where American would be or find itself some 
229 years 

later. We know Jefferson and Hamilton, for example, had two very different 
views of what America would one day look like, but the goal of our founding 
fathers was clear; it was to form a more perfect union, establish justice, insure 
domestic tranquility, promote the general welfare and secure the blessings of 
liberty to ourselves and for prosperity. 

That Constitution is not dead, butit’sa living, almost a breathing document 
which requires our preservation, our protection and our defense. Article 2 
of the Constitution provides the words that are spoken by everyone who 


becomes president of the United States. It’s the shortest oath taken by anyone 


who serves in government. It calls for him to preserve, protect, and defend the 


Constitution. That's all it says. And every president, beginning with George 
Washington, added the words, “So help me God.” It was a great privilege 
for me to be with our current president when he did place his left hand on 
that Bible, which was held by his wife, and be administered the oath by the 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, when he said that he would preserve, 
protect and defend that Constitution. When his hand came down, there was 
applause, and he had accepted the most awesome responsibilities in our land.

And he entered a classroom right after he had been told that it looks like a

Center in New York City. And when the doors shut to that classroom I was 
told, “It looks like that was a jet liner.” And then, Oh, my gosh, another plane 
has crashed into the other tower. | stood at the door to that classroom, and I 
performed a test that | frequently perform. 

If I were president, would 1 want to know? The answer is yes. So | had to 
form a strategy of telling the president, knowing that he was in front of very 


young school children with a press corp watching every move, and I decided 
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I would pass on two facts and make one comment, and | would not invite 
a question or stand there for a debate. | opened the door to the classroom, 
took one step in. The president was talking. Then a student responded. And 
I walked up to his right ear and bent over, and I said, “A second plane hit the 
second tower. America is under attack.” 

I then stepped back from the president so that he couldn't ask me a question. 


He collected his thoughts without introducing any fear into those very young 


students or displaying any fear to the watching world that was seeing him 
through the eyes of the press conference, and then he excused himself and he 
came into a holding room. And I watched as the president kept that oath to 
preserve, protect, and defend that Constitution. 

Every day that I see the president he is living that oath. He is freedom’s 
defender. We understand that with that great privilege guaranteed in our 
Constitution comes responsibilities, and those responsibilities are met by 
others who also take an oath, and many of them volunteer to serve, and what 
they do is help to bring freedom as they defend freedom. You know in the 
president's second inaugural address which was delivered earlier this year after 
he again took that oath to preserve, protect and defend us, he said we are lead 
by events and common sense to one conclusion, that survival of liberty in our 
land depends on the success of liberty in other lands. The best hopes for peace 
in our world is the expansion of freedom in all the world. America’s policy of 
supporting liberty around the world is nothing new. 

From Wilson's 14 points to Reagan's famous “tear down this wall” speech, 
America has been leading the march. In the last year and-a-half we have 
witnessed a rose revolution in Georgia, an orange revolution in the Ukraine, 
a purple revolution in Iraq, a tulip revolution in Kyrgystan,a cedar revolution 
in Lebanon. President Vladimir held a wonderful ceremony and talked about 
the freedom that has come to the Baltics and how they are practicing, and 
in Freedom Square in Georgia we heard the president’s remarkable speech 


to 125,000 people and after he finished his speech spontaneously the crowd 


started to sing the National Anthem. Not the Georgian National Anthem, 
but our National Anthem. We've witnessed the swiftest advance of freedom 
in over 25 years, a story of Democracy that is continuing to this day. You 
know, back in the ‘70s when I was serving in the legislature, there were about 


40 democracies in the world and as the 20th century ended there were around 
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120, and we've seen more added since in this 21st century. It’s no accident 
that the rise of so many democracies took place in a time when the world’s 
most influential nation was itself a Democracy. President Bush has promised 
us a support of Democracy as not primarily the task of arms, though we will 
defend ourselves and our friends by force of arms when necessary; freedom 
by its nature must be chosen and it must be defended by citizens, and the 
president believes that the advance of freedom is the calling of our time and 
he knows he can’t do this job alone. 

We gave a toast to the United States of America. The toast really belongs to 
the people of this great land, the people who are the United States of America. 
And I talked about those who have taken oath to protect and defend the 
Constitution of the United States against all enemies, foreign and domestic, 
and the ones who put on the uniform and today they put it on as volunteers, 
and they take that oath to preserve, protect, and defend us, but they also take 
a longer oath that calls for them to follow the command of the commander 
chief. And many of them are very young, 24, 23, 22, 21, 20, 19, 18 years 
old, and when they raised their hand and took that oath they knew it was 
serious, and then the president asked them to help him keep his oath, and 
they rose to the challenge. You know, I get to see the president very early in 
the morning and very late at night and during the course of the day, and you 
get to see him through your television screens and through articles written in 
newspapers, but there are some times when you don't get to see the president, 
and the most challenging of times are not the ones that you see or even read 
about, for when he goes to Walter Reed Hospital or Bethesda Naval Hospital 
he doesn't take the entourage of the president. He walks into a room and 
there’s a soldier or a Marine and they go to salute the Commander and Chief, 
but they don’t have an arm, or they go to stand to greet the president, but 
they don’t have a leg, and the President stands beside them and a citation is 
read, and the president pins a Purple Heart on them and says, “On behalf of 
a grateful nation, thank you for your sacrifice.” Or when the president goes 
to an event similar to this, we might meet in a holding room after the event 
and there's a family clutching a photograph or an American flag, and there 
are tears and there are prayers, and the president says, “On behalf of a grateful 
nation, thank you for your sacrifice.” That’s not what a president has to do, 


but it’s what this president does. Every morning when I see him he comes into 
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that oval office, and he thinks about those who are keeping their oath so that 
he is able to keep his oath for all of us. I look forward to telling him about this 
evening because I’ve met many of you here who have served your country. 
I’ve met two heros who have sacrificed much, but even they know that there 
were others who sacrificed even more so that we could be here as a group. The 
Ancient & Honorable Artillery 

Company has done so much to keep traditions alive, to remind us of all 
that Democracy brings. Their roots go back to 1638, but your tradition 
is something that will go on far in the future, and I’m intrigued at the 
relationship between the Ancient & Honorables as a relationship between the 
United States and Great Britain. Great allies. Tomorrow the prime minister of 
Great Britain visits Washington, DC. We'll be talking about the partnership 
we have in defending freedom and fighting for Democracy. 

You see, President Bush is proud to stand as the president of United States. 
He knows spreading freedom is very important, but it takes allies, and you 
represent the bridge of those allies. With the roots of the Ancient & Honorable 
and the traditions that you have, you give us a reason to understand why 
our Constitution is so important. But I have to say that that which you do 
here in the United Massachusetts is introducing people to responsibility. Your 
responsibilities go far beyond that which is done by any normal military. 
remember Billy Bulger one time saying, “The Ancient & Honorables, first in 
peace, last in war.” But you know that the peace that you bring is inclusive,it’s 
reflective of the great land that we live in. And as you travel around this 
globe in the exciting trips that are put together by the Captain Commander, 
you are helping to introduce peace, you're helping to introduce the value of 
freedom.

CAPTAIN COMMANDING O’BRIEN: Please give your attention to the 
Adjutant. 


ADJUTANT RICHTER: Please rise. The world is a dangerous place and we 
are against an enemy who respects no motives, no rule of civilized conduct 
and no aspect of common humanity. The enemy is literally the barbarian at 
the gates of civilization as we know it. Every day brave men and women are 
standing watch to guard those gates against these savages. We must never 
forget their sacrifice. We pray for victory and their safe return. A Toast to the 


Armed Forces of the United States. 
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Ladies and gentlemen, it’s our great pleasure to introduce Brigadier General, 


Major Oliver Mason who will respond to the toast. Oliver. 


BRIGADIER GENERAL MASON: Thank you very much. I have 
to say this, being my first opportunity for being here this has been a great 
learning experience, and I think as time goes on it will only get better. I’m 
honored to be here tonight. I’m going to tell you a little bit about what is 
going on in the Massachusetts National Guard. The men and women of the 
Massachusetts National Guard Army and Air have been totally engaged in 
their dual missions, both Federal and State. The National Guard has two 
commanders, the President of the United States for our federal division, and 
the Governor for the State mission and response to domestic emergencies 
national and man-made. These are challenging times for our men and 
women of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, soldiers and air men. The 
modern day patriots are on duty in Iraq, Afghanistan, and at home, totaling 
approximately 990 Guard members. We are currently preparing 350 more 
Army National Guardsmen for deployment in Iraq and Afghanistan. The fact 
is that our soldiers have been carrying out this mission in a superior manner 
as evidenced by the 42 division artillery which is doing an outstanding job 
in Iraq as we are here tonight. Since September 11 the National Guard 
has been called to duty in overseas missions and providing security here in 
Massachusetts and around the nation. They were the first to arrive at the 
World Trade Center in response to the scores of Baystate soldiers called to 
duty during those first hours during the terrorists attacks ultimately calming 


the fears of our citizens and restoring the calm of the general public. 


‘They follow in the footsteps of the previous members of the guard 
who have served in every conflict in our nation’s history. Following the 
attacks on September 11, Guard members were on duty in 2001 guarding 
power stations. Last July they made up an important part of the joint force 
operation during the Democratic National Convention here in Boston. This 
past January, again, the Guard was called out, Army and Air, during the 
blizzard that devastated this State. | can go on and on, as you well know. 
Our partners in the Veteran's Administration continually provide assistance 
to our Guard members and families insuring that their needs are taken care 


of. ‘They're made of highly-trained, experienced men and women, and they 
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stand ready to respond. The role of the National Guard today is no different 
than it was since the beginning, standing ready for the call of the president 
and the governor, ready when they need us. Yes, these are challenging times, 
but our guard members meet these challenges and do their job because they 
love it. But this toast is to all the service members, and | have to tell you that 
as I look out across this room there are many of them here representing every 
branch of service. You deserve it. You’re everywhere doing what is necessary to 


keep the torches of freedom, and keep the stars and stripes waiving. 


Thank you to the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company for inviting 
me here. Thank you for being our partners and for what you do for the Service 


men and women of this great Commonwealth. Thank you very much. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING O’BRIEN: We're honored to have you here 
tonight. It’s certainly a pleasure for us to have the leader of our National Guard 
supporting us, and it’s an honor for me to present you with the Jefferson 
Cup, which shows industry and independence and freedom for not only the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts but the United States of America. Thank 


you very much. 


ADJUTANT RICHTER: With faithfulness to believe that there will always 
be an England so long as brave men and women are willing to stand for her. 
These are the principals of our friend and traditional ancestors. They have 
served for nearly 500 years. May the service continue for the Honourable 
march of the tunes of glory. To the Honourable Artillery Company of 
London, responding to the Toast, Major Patrick Marsland-Roberts, a member 


of the Honorable Artillery Company. 


MAJOR MARSLAND-ROBERTS: Captain Commanding, incoming 
Captain, and gentlemen of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts and your honored guests here tonight, from the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London we extend their congratulations and their best 
wishes to the incoming captain. Next year is going to be a very special occasion 
when we join together at the Vatican to celebrate the 500th anniversary of the 
Swiss Guard. 

This will be the first occasion that the Swiss Guard will be there that they 


have invited any military unit in their celebrations. This is,indeed, a very 
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special, great honor for both our companies. I can assure you the Artillery 
Company are sharpening up their drills for next year. The queen, her Majesty, 


will be visiting. And thank you very much for the hospitality afforded to us. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDER O’BRIEN: Major Roberts, it’s a pleasure to 
give you this to take back over the pond, as you call it. I went there. It was 
a wonderful, wonderful time. | exchanged and sang songs with all of your 
leaders. We stood on chairs and | saw a proud people and a proud country, 
and we are proud of our country. We wish you to bring this back over the 
pond and show them that we appreciate their support of loyalty to the United 
States of America. Thank you. 


Please give your attention to the Adjutant. 


ADJUTANT RICHTER: Once again, | ask you to rise. History and traditions 
are born to people, to cities and to our country. History and traditions are 
fragile. They are precious flowering plants and need to be nurtured if we are to 
survive and grow. This country has inherited the responsibility to house this 
beautiful garden of history and tradition. We are the keepers of something 
sacred. The living story of our city, our Commonwealth and our country, for 
this and future generations to the historical roots of our Boston American 
tradition. Were it not for our grand old Company, how much of Massachusetts 
tradition would be forgotten? History is what brings the people together; 
white, black, Asian, and many others, native born and immigrant, military 
and nonveteran. We are the fabric of America. We each bear the responsibility 
of keeping the story alive, of nurturing good citizenship, patriotism and 
support for those who defend it. We are the keepers of the garden. To our 


grand old Company, the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDER O'BRIEN: This will be my last opportunity to 
address you Gentlemen, it took a long time for me to get up here to finish 
my final talk to you people, and I can tell you that I've enjoyed every minute 
of it, but one of the things I know is that I’m going to spend my time paying 
tribute to our country and to those in service to our country, many of whom 
who are here today and many who are serving abroad in Iraq, Afghanistan, 
and even in America. 


Ladies and gentlemen, it’s been an honor and pleasure for me to serve 
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you, but from the time I started this year and | read the Declaration of 
Independence, until you sit down and read that document you won’ realize 
how powerful it was, and how our fore bearers wanted us to be independent, 
wanted us to be free, wanted us to be here at this June Day banquet this 
evening, and this is our legacy to the rest of the world and to this country, that 
our legacy, the United States of America, is for freedom. Freedom not only 
here but for freedom all over the world. 

Sometimes we in the Company don’t realize our tradition, sometimes we 
don’t understand that we have a patriotism that’s unquestionable; we have a 
number of presidents, and yes, we even have some new politicians coming up 
the line, and we saw that politics is nota dirty word. It’s a very important word. 
We have an election every year. It’s a free and open election and everyone can 
participate. That’s what makes our country great, and that’s what makes us 
great. As I traveled to New Orleans and walked on the battlefield we realized 
at that particular time in 1812 that we defeated the greatest country in the 
world, and we are now the greatest country in the world. It’s not easy to stay 
up there. With your sacrifices in the military -- yes, even the Marines -- even 
with your support, gentlemen, we will prevail, because we have that great 
intestinal fortitude that says we will be there, we will be there at the finish line 
and for our independence. 

We traveled to Las Vegas. We saw a lot of fire. That was an amazing thing, It 
was just amazing. In America we did Gettysburg and Washington under the 
leadership of Jerry Sweeney, and it was a wonderful, wonderful trip. I'll tell 
you, when you see how those people fought, all Americans six feet apart, tell 
me about the courage of the people in this country. They're above reproach. 
And it’s an honor to be part of this country, and it’s been an honor for me to 
serve you people as your Captain. And J can tell you one thing, gentlemen, 
I am very, very pleased, but I can tell you one thing, I’m leaving office with 
more friends, yes, than when I went in.

DEATH ROLL OF PAST COMMANDERS 


BG James E. Clair, PC 


James “Ernie” Clair was born on Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia on 
29 December 1923. He grew up in Watertown where he graduated from 


Watertown high school. He later graduated from Burdette Business School. 


During World War II, Ernie served in the U. S. Army. He was assigned to 
Special Forces that fought with the Italian resistance in the mountains of Italy. 
For “incidents above and beyond the call of duty” Ernie was awarded the Cross 
Of War by the Italian government, a rare distinction for an American soldier. 
After the war, Ernie decided to make his mark in the automotive industry. He 
had worked as a car mechanic, then as a car salesman, then a sales manager, 
and in 1964, he bought his first automobile agency in West Roxbury - Clair 
Motors. He was so successful and aggressive that Ernie, at last count, owned 
19 auto dealerships in three states. Ernie was an avid sportsman. In his youth 
he raced midget cars throughout New England. He always maintained a single 
digit golf handicap. He was a dedicated woodsman and hunted frequently 
at his own hunting lodge in Maine. The Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts elected Ernie into membership on 14 September 
1959. He immediately brought his drive to that organization and quickly 
rose to the pinnacle of leadership with the Ancients. He was elected Captain 
Commanding in 1970-71. He led the company to Amsterdam, Holland and 
Budapest, Hungary, becoming the first Captain to lead the Company behind 
the Iron Curtain. Ernie is survived by his wife, Brenda Waring Clair, four 
sons - two of whom, Jim, Jr. and Joe are active Ancients - a daughter, a step- 
daughter and twelve grandchildren. Funeral services were held at Saint Joseph's 
church in Needham on Wednesday 15 December 2004. The Ancients’ Color 
Guard and more than 50 uniformed members of the company attended the 
services as a final tribute to a distinguished Past Commander. At the time 
of his passing, Ernie was the Senior Past Commander of the Ancient and 


Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts.

He was elected Commander of Post 27 American 
Legion, Exalted Ruler of Cambridge Lodge of Elks and member of the 
Boston Chapter of Military Order of World Wars; a member of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, a Knight of Malta, a fourth Degree Knight of Columbus 
and Knight Commander Order of Saint George in Corinthia. 


The husband of the late Agnes Sullivan, John is survived by two sons, 
John and Charles and three daughters, Liz, Cornelia and Kate. 


John will be most remembered for his sense of humor and ability to tell 
a great story.
